MK. ASHBROOK'S SPEECH. 


"Pension laws should be drafted out 


of a goodly mixture of gratidue, gen- 
erosity and justice." This is the head- 


• line .given in the Congressional Rec- 


crd of March 21 over the speech de- 
livered in the House of Representa- 
tives by Hon. Win. A. Ashbrook. who 
represents this district in the lower 
branch of Congress.

.Hon. William A. Ashbrook of the 


Seventeenth Ohio "district, 
delivered 


the following address on the subject 
of pensions in tihe House of Represen- 
tatives: 


Tlip House being in Committee of the 
Whole House on the state ol the Union 
:uid liming under cwisidi'ration the 
bill 
Hi. R. HiJiS) making tippiuprmtions for 
the payment of m\aliii ami other pen- 
s-ions of the Tinted States for the fit-cal 
year ending June 30, 1909, jnd for other 
purposes. 


Mr. Ashbrook said: , 
Mr Chairman: The 'House being in 


the Committee of the Whole House 
on the state of the Union for the pur- 
pose»of considering the annual appro- 
priation for pensions I desire to re- 
monstrate and enter my piotest on 
St. Patrick's day 
in 
the 
morning 


against existing laws governing the 
granting of pensions and the arbitrary 
and unjust rules and practices adopt- 
ed by the Committee on Pensions. 


It appears to me that the laws have 


been made to prevent, rather 
thftn 


give, pensions to that class of men 
who, 
by their heroism and 
bravery, 


made it possible for this nation to be- 
come the greatest of all nations. 


Xo discretionary powers rest in the 


officials of the Pension Bureau. Tech- 
nicalities are "%lways in favor of the 
Government and 
against 
the 
poor 


soldiers, half of whom die trying to 
get that to which tney are justly en- 
titled. 


All admit that e"^ery general law 


oftentimes works 
injustice. Pension 


laws should, however, be drafted out 
of a goodly mixture of gratitude, gen- 
erosity, and justice. 


Authority should be given the Com- 


missioner of Pensions or a board of 
commissioners to pass upon all claims, 
according to the individual merit of 
each claim. 


This authority rests in the hands of 


the Pension Committee. Likewise in 
the Invalid Pension Committee. But 
these committees have time TO pass 
upon a few only of the many worthy 


year; SO every day; 1 every eighteen 
minutes. The old veleuins will not be 
with us long. 


And so I -say that if one comrade 


is entitled to $24 or $30 per month by 
general or special act 
then every 


other comrade in 
like 
circumstance 


and condition is entitled to ?2J or $00 
per month. 


But how can this be done when one 


man must investigate and prepare the 
briefs in all of the bills referred to the 
Invalid Pension Committee? And one 
man to perform like service for 
the 


Pension Committee? It is simply out 
of the question. 


I have no criticisms to make of Mr. 


Gauss, detailed 
by 
the 
Pension 


Bureau to examine the bills of 
the 


Invalid Pension Committee, or of Mr. 
Terry of the Pension Committee. In 
fact, I wonder how they go over the 
great mass of evidence and prepare 
as many bills for the committees as 
they do. I believe they are the hard- 
est-worked Government employees in 
Washington today. At least three ad- 
ditional examiners should be detailed 
on the Invalid 
Pension 
Committee, 


that not only a few, but every bill, 
might be investigated and passed up- 
on, to- the end that ev^ery soldier would 


1 be treated exactly alik£ 


This is one of the conditions 
Mr. 


Chairman, that I believe every Mem- 
ber will agree with me ought to be 
remedied.

Until It Passes That Body—Limit 
Has Been Reached On Temperance 
Legislation—All Probes Proceeding 
Vigorously. 


Columbus, O., March 24.—(Special.) 


—Renewed talk of "early adjourn- 
ment" is heard again in the corridors 
of the state house and in the smoking 
rooms of the house and senate. Fear 
lurks somewhere that this legislature 
will enact some legislation that will 
be inimical to "the Interests," but fear 
of that sort is not justified by any- 
thing the legislature has done so far. 
The county option bill is the only big 
measure fully settled so far this ses- 
sion, and it is significant that the agi- 
tation for "early adjournment" began 
immediately after that bill was en- 
acted. "Pass the appropriation bills 
and go home" was the word that was 
passed around by the "early birds" as 
soon as the county option bill was out 
of the way. It was supposed at that 
time that the ulterior motive back of 
that suggestion was to head off the 
initiative and referendum; but the 
holding up of the Atwell initiative and 
referendum resolution till after "the 
Republican convention and the action 
of the convention in not only refusing 
to indorse the Atwell resolution, but 
also declaring in favor of repealing 
the Longworth act passed to facilitate 
the 
ratification 
of 
constitutional 


amendments at the polls, showed that 
there was some other impelling desire 
to get rid of the legislature at the 
earliest possible day. 


Then it was supposed that Cox 


wanted to shoo the statesmen home 
before they could create another In- 
vestigating commission to probe his 
rotten record. Speaker Eagleson fav- 
ored Cox all he could in the selection 
of the house members of the new 
probe committee. But because Eagle- 
son didn't by some superhuman means 
yet unknown to presiding officers of

It is 
known to be the intention of the sen- 
ate to delay action on the appropria- 
tion bill so as to prevent premature 
adjournment should the bill be rushed 
through the house. There is bound to 
be a "hitch on the appropriations, as 
there is but'one general appropriation 
bill to be passed thic .session, a con- 
tingency the house finance committee 
does not care to aggravate. 
* * * 


The Thomas bank inspection bill, 


which passed the house two years ago 
and failed in the senate, will come up 
again in the house Tuesday of this ; 
week. There is no prospect of getting ' 
such a measure enacted before an 
early adjournment even though it 
passes the house this week. At least 
one whole day and probably two days 
will be occupied with this measure, 
the sections being considered seiiatim 
by the house in committee - of 
the 


whole. The bill can not reach 
the 


senate this week in time for any fur- 
ther action by that body than to refer 
it to the senate committee on banks 
and banking, of which Senator Beat- 
ty, a banker, is chairman. Senator j 
Beatty will urge several important 
amendments, one of which is provi- 
sion for the guarantee of*bank depos- 
its. He will make a fight to have such 
a provision incorporated in the Thom- 
as bill, instead of trying to pass one 
of the bank deposit bills now pending 
In each hranch, but 
acted on by 


neither. This is «ertam to "lead to a 
fight, and if Senator Beatty is right 
in his statement-that the senate will 
not pass the Thomas bill without the 
deposit guarantee provision, the fate 
of that -measure at this session is in 
doubt. Senator Beatty considers the 
Tnomas-bank .bill .weaker in its pres- 
ent form than it was two years 
ago. He", c£lls|attention to the omis- 
sion of any penalty for violation of 
the preposed law by banks already in 
existence, and.asserts it fixes punish- 
ment for violation only by banks here- 
after to be incorporated under its pro- 
visionc. He. thinks the provision for 
inspection, also, is inadequate, for the 
Thomas bill now requires but one in- 
spection to be made each year. Sen- 
ator Beatty thinks, there should be 
four inspections annually, and he will 
endeavor to have'ttie bill so amended.

Disclosures so-far resulting from 


'the investigation of the state treasury 
and state auditor's department by a 
senate probe committee, are. being 
cited by Representative Prelner of 
Vinton county as showing the neces- 
sity for passing his bill to create a 
state tax board of three members, to 
be appointed by the governor, which 
body will take the place of all the 
various boards of taxation and tax re- 
mission of which the state auditor is 
a member.
